As you all know, the U.S.A.F, has deni¬ 
ed the existence of flying saucers. 

Now, if this is a real photo of true 
saucers, hovr ironic it is to soe print¬ 
ed on this reel the vxords, 'OFFICIAL 
U,3, AIR FORCE PHOTOS*. It seams 
strange that these images v;ent out to 
the public undetected, but as you’ve 
probably read by nov;, saucers are seen 
so often flying around Canaveral tho,t 
scarcely little attention is given them 
anymore, V/hen nevrs of this photogra¬ 
phic discovery reaches the n.F, there 
is a chance that they vrlll recall these 
reels, i/hlch could possibly^ verify the 
o,uthontlclty of the unidentified ob¬ 
jects. Just a vrord of advice, better 
get a copy of this reel v;hlle they are 
still obtainable, 

There is a possibility that vrhen this 
particular scene vras shot, the objects 
i;ere not visible to the naked eye but 
wore picked up on the sensitive film, 
proving something was there.

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CAN ME CONTACT OTHEl^ BEimS?

A project so fantastic that It v/ould 
not have crossed the minds of astrono¬ 
mers a quarter of a century ago is be¬ 
ing attempted this year. The project 
is to try to detect possible radio sig¬ 
nals being sent us by intelligent be- 
ihgs inhabiting planets of other stare 
beyond our solar system. It is named 
Project Ozma, o,fter the queen of the 
imaginary land of Oz, which at present 
represents a good symbol for any civi¬ 
lization beyond our o’/ni. The land of 
Oz Is far awayg hard to reach, and 
peopled by beings very different from 
U 3 . actually some of the working 
hours of one of the best radio tele¬ 
scopes in the x-zorld—the 8p-foot of 
t.ie National iadio Astronomy observa¬ 
tory at G-reen Bank, Uest VlrKlnla--are 
to be devoted to this vflll-o-the-v^lsp, 
as announced by Dr. Frank Drake in a 
recent issue of Sky and Telescope. 
Obviously if the project should suc¬ 
ceed, the scientific and philosophical 
results v/ould be earth-shaking. 

Tae reasoning behind this venture 
makes it sound not so crackpot as 
might first apoear. ICore and more, 
astronomers are swinging around to the 
idea that planetary systems such as 
our solar system are a common feature 
ia our great galaxy of millions of 
stars. There v;as a time, not so many 
years ago, v/hen it was thought our 
planets vrere formed as the result of 
an encounter of a passing star vrith 
our sun. This i.'ould bo a very rare 
celostlo.! event, and ;;ould lead to an 
inescapable conclusion that nlanetary 
o/stons vfould be unusual in our galaxy 
Now, hovrever, recent theories of the 
origin of stars demonstrate that the 
formation of accompanying bodies, like 
planets, may be a fairly natural and 
normal occui'ronce in the life history 
of a star. 

vrith our optical teles-copes it would 
be impossible at present to detect 
signs of life at the distances ef 
ether stars—at distances outside our 
own solar system, that is. This is 
true oven though telescopes might be 
located on the moon with its fault¬ 
lessly clear skies. But the pov;er 
of radio telescopes is much stronger, 
lou may recall that a radar signal has 
already been sent from Millstone Hill 
installation at V.'estford, Hass., and 


received back from the planet Venus. 

The strength of this maniaade signal was 
such that it vxould be detectable v;ith 
equipment like that of the 85-foot if 
it had originated 8.7 light years av/ayi 
This is twice as far as the nearest 
star, and as far as the brightest star, 
Sirius. V/lth larger antennae even 
greater distances are attainable. In 
fact. Dr. Drake estimates that 10,000 
stars are near enough that signals of 
comparable strength from them could be 
detected from earth. 

Recent biological studies indicate the 
development of living things is a pro¬ 
cess not necessarily confined to our 
earth alone. Apparently, complicated 
organic molecules, v/hlch are the basic 
building blocks of life, for-med in the 
early history of other planets . 

There is, therefore, a posslbllty that 
on a planet of one of these 10,000 
stars an Intelligent civilization has 
grovm up. iuid there la a further pos¬ 
sibility that this civilization has al¬ 
ready radio communication, which in 
only 50 years on our planet has been 
brought to a high degree of perfection. 
Hven no\r they may be beaming radio 
transmlsBlons off into space in an at¬ 
tempt to locate other dv;ellers in the 
universe. The band betv;een 1,000 and 
10,000 megacycles is, for various 
reasons, the most likely to be used, 
vrith the strongest probability around 
1,420 megacycles, the fundamental fre-» 
quency of the neutral hydrogen It tom. 
h’hat tests v/ill distinguish such a 
signal from those that many celestial 
bodies are already sending us? It 
should have a narrow bo-nd width, com¬ 
pared v;ith the wide band v/idth of cos- 
nlc signals. It should have a Doppler 
shift, back and forth, because the 
notion of its planet vrlll carry it back 
and forth around its sun. If coded 
information is being sent, the signal 
strenght should change from time to 
time. And the signals must come from 
the general direction of a nearby star, 
because a companion sto,r is essential 
for life on a planet. 

iilarly this year the powerful 35-foot 
telescope will be used on the first 
tV70 stars selected as the roost likely 
guinea pigs for this experiment. These 
are TAU CETI and EPSILON ERIDANI,

Washington (AP) The Russians are report¬ 
ed to be working on a rocket desi/pied to 
carry a Wo-otoroy space cabin, with tv?o 
or three passengers, to th© moon and back 
The rocket vroulcl weigh 3,000 tons and he 
about 260 feet longi They are vrorklng 
on the initial phase of such a project-- 
development of a sln^jle-stage rocket 
v;ith a thrust of 1,500,000 pounds. The 
idea is to fabricate 20 such motors into 
one giant, five-stage rocket. With the 
cabin, as a payload, the rocket would 
blast off from the earth, usii'ig the 1st 
three stages of the rocket to propel the 
■space vehicle to the vicinity of the 
moon. This vrould ta-ko about 2-!V days. 

The 4th stage of the rocket v;ould 1:® 
used to slow down the payloo-d for a land¬ 
ing on the moon xv'hile the fifth stage 
vrould be used for the return flight to 
earth.

stand how it worked and copy it* Once 
a thing ie kno\ra to work, its engines 
and design are solvable—vie.© the 
magnetic mine) 

2* In 1942, I read an Item 'it 
is the first entirely nei-r type of 
compass in over 3000 years, working by 
b ainp; shielded from gravity" (under¬ 
lines mlneH I have never seen it 
mentioned since; compasses are always 
magnetic or gyro* 

5* In 1954, I read tho.t some pro¬ 
fessor, in 1944, had succeeded in al¬ 
tering the pull of gravity on a non¬ 
magnetic object by a type of electric¬ 
al field passing between the object 
and the earth. The -writer of th© ar¬ 
ticle i/ondered vfhy further experiments

Y don^t know how fast a vrelghtless 
object would travel when povrered with 
a conventional engine (or o.n atonic, 
or standard submarine electric, as 
v:3l3ht would be no object).

The thermal barrier does pose a pro¬ 
blem, but with no heat from the engine 
to be disposed of, more attention to 
dlspo^l of heat from friction is 
possible. Certainly, air friction at 
18,000 mph will heat anything red hot; 
while UTOs have been observed travel¬ 
ling at that rate, they have not been 
observed doing it for long, because 
they vjouid then be out of sight, v/here 
they could stop and cool off* 

As few have been seen over Communist 
territory, it lends strength to the 
possibility that they are a product 
of Western nations* Denial of any 
such machines, by those in the Imow, 
would be imperative* 

Smaller machines could be radio con¬ 
trolled by a parent ship* They vrould, 
of course, carry a self-destruction 
device. In case of loss* 

Gould such gravity screened ships be 
used to build a base on the moon? 
Possibly# If so, such a base would 
reasonably be constructed on the far 
side of the moon, whai^ it could not 
be seen, so that no other nation 
woisld bo aware of vrhat vreis going on 
and take desper^ate steps to find out 
who was building. An entire base 
could be set up in total secrecy, be¬ 
fore building one on the earth side 
of the moon* 

Although I think the * flying saucers’ 
are of 'Free V/orld' origin, I don’t 
deny that \tq may be having visitors 
from other planets, possibly outside 
tha solar aysterao

In the 6th chapter of Harold Wilkins 
book, "Flying Saucers on the Attack", 
a detailed description of the UFO 
v;hich figured so prominently In the 
death of Captc Thomaa I'antell, la 
given careful study, but the astoun¬ 
ding part to me, lies in the calcu¬ 
lation of the size of the monster 
aero fora seen hovering over G-odman 
Air Force Base. From careful analy¬ 
sis of theodolite observations and 
mathomatlcal calculations, the aero- 
fora measured about 15j|000 feet in 
length and over 500 foot in diameter.
